SCHOOL REPORT 
OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The past year in our schools has been as successful and satisfac- 
tory as we could expect under the circumstances. Contagious dis- 
eases have interrupted the schools, but the attendance has been good, 
and good progress has been made. Better results could be obtained 
under better conditions. We sincerely hope that we may never 
reach the condition of perfect satisfaction with what is being done, 
but may strive for still better ideals. The teacher who thinks that 
nothing better is to be desired than the results now being gained 
‘is ina most deplorable condition, and it is only a question of a 
little time when her work will fall into a-purely mechanical occu- 
pation, without vitality, uninteresting and burdensome to her 
pupils. Very different is the work of the teacher who keeps inform- 
ed of all that is being done, by the best teachers everywhere, and 
who keeps well read in the lterature of her profession. To such a 
teacher her main object is net to draw her salary, but to instruct her 
pupils. She studies carefully each individual, finds out his needs, 
adapts her methods to his peculiar wants, and, in fact, human- 
izes her teaching te such a degree that her school-room becomes 
a little world, so pleasant and agreeable that school life is an 
enjoyment to win the most wayward boy. She finds that no two 
children will admit of exactly the same treatment to bring about 
the most desirable results in his education. 

We purchased three new charts entitled,_“The New Education,” 
which are proving a valuable aid in school work. It seemed not 
only wise, but good economy, to make a change in Readers and 
the “Baldwin’s Readers” were introduced and are giving excellent 
satisfaction. In closing this report we earnestly ask our citizens to 
take a deeper personal interest in our schools. The parents of the 
children in school, especially should visit the schools, and exhibit 
the same interest and care in this matter that you do in your own 
business, for have youany more important business in hand than 
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that of the proper education of your children? Such conduct on 
your part towards the schools would stimulate both teachers and 
scholars. 

As we begin the financial year let us all resolve to take a per- 
sonal interest in our schools. Let us not be satisfied with schools as 
good as those of our sister towns, but let us desire and seek to 
have the very best schools. Let us remember that education and 
cultivation marks the difference between civilized and uncivilized 
countries, and, if we would lay deeply and firmly the foundation 
for a prosperous town in the future, we cannot do so in any way 
so effectually as to thoroughly and liberally educate the youth of 
our town.
